This generation has no respect for symbols without substance. We honor the priestly robe and 
the judicial gown insofar as these garments are honored by the wearers—not one whit more. 


‘*The Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America”’’ asks the stage and screen to establish ‘‘a 


general rigid policy not to portray ministers of any denomination, whether Protestant, Catholic or Jew- 
ish, in a manner which would hold them up to ridicule or humiliate them.’’ 


If ‘*The Federal Council’? means to protest against wanton jest or malicious propaganda aimed 
at religion or any of its professed ministers ‘*The Federal Council’? is strictly within its rights. 


Not so, however, if ‘‘The Federal Council’’ seeks to set bounds to the freedom of poet and play- 


wright or claims special privileges on stage and screen for the wearers of the clerical garb as distinct 
from the rest of humanity. 


The playwright aims to portray the ever-changing phases of life and the eternal mystery of the 
soul. ‘‘Nothing that is human is strange to me,’’ is still the motto from Horace to Balzac. 


Tn all ages and underaall religious dispensations the poet and playwright have claimed and exercised 
the right to sing ‘‘either praise or blame’? of ALL THAT IS HUMAN, the priest included. The priv- 
ilege is as old as Homer and has been used by all the great poets and playwrights af the world. Dante, 
faithful and obedient son of the Church, a great respecter of ‘‘the keys’’ in the hands of the pontiff, 
found more popes in the Inferno than in Purgatory or Paradise. Shakespeare has painted good chureh- 
men and bad churchmen. Victor Hugo has drawn a terrifying picture of the bad ecclesiastic, Alexander 


Manzoni has left us the equally graphic portrayal of the noble, Christlike monk. The list might be 
prolonged indefinitely. 


Surely ‘‘The Federal Council’’ does not share the view of the police sergeant in a New England 
town who refused to tolerate the showing of a motion picture version of The Scarlet Letter because it 
‘tended to breed disrespect for the clergy.’ 


When the clergy call public attention to the sacred character of their vocation and demand im- 
munity for their entire profession they issue a challenge to the modern conceptions of the duties of stage 
und sereen. 


As academic freedom is the foundation of all genuine learning, as political liberty is the founda- 
tion of all social and industrial progress, even so is freedom from any kind of censorship the keystone 
of the drama and indeed of all art. 


Let us all be glad we have outlived our reverence as well as our contempt for symbols. The modern 
playwright no less than the classic often finds honor beneath the rags of poverty or even the stripes of 
shame, while kingly crowns and the dazzling vestment of the priest have more than once been found 
to hide dishonor and corruption.

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FEDERAL TRADE INVESTIGATION 
TO BE RESUMED ON MAY 15 


Hearings Will Be Held at the Headquarters of the 
Commission in New York City—John Walsh 
Retained as Special Counsel and Will 
Conduct the Cases as Heretofore 


New York, May 3.—The Federal 
Trade Commission will resume its in- 
vestigation into the affairs of the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation, N. V. A., U. B. O., Variety 
et al, on Thursday, May 15. The hear- 
ings will be held in the trial room at 
the headquarters of the Commission 
in this city, 20 West 38th street. and 
will commence at 10:30 a.m. daily. 


John Walsh, the former chief coun- 
sel of the Federal Trade Commission, 
will conduct the case for the Govern- 
ment as heretofore. Mr. Walsh has 
been retained as special counsel for 
the Commission. After resigning as 
chief counsel Mr. Walsh went into 
the private practice of law, and in an- 
nouncing his resignation the Commis- 
sioners paid a great tribute to his 
ability and integrity. His appointment 
as special counsel in a case on which 
he has worked in the past is generally 
looked upon as concrete evidence that 
the Federal Trade Commission holds 
Mr. Walsh in high esteem and wishes 
the benefit of his expert knowledge of 
law and the details of this particular 
case. All who have heard Mr. Walsh's 
examination of witnesses at the form- 
er hearings seem to agree that he has 
a wonderful grasp of vaudeville de- 
tails for one who is not in the busi- 
ness, and that he could come very 
nearly qualifying as an expert. 


The original date set for the re- 
sumption of the investigation was 
May 5, but this was changed later to 
May 15. This postponement was 
known to The Billboard very early in 
the week, but it seems that it was the 
only theatrical trade paper that did 
know it, for its contemporaries print 
the old date in their latest issues. One 
trade paper, issued yesterday, braved 
the information to an unsuspecting 
world that no one had been named 
to succeed John Walsh in the’ case. 
The Billboard learned this at the 
Same time that it received the news of 
the postponement of the hearing, and 
this news appears now for the first 
time here in the columns of any 
paper,

MOUNTFORD’S RESIGNATION 


_ From White Rats Actors’ Union in 1911 Is Explained 


in Chapter Four of His Answer to J. C. N. 


WHY HE CAME BACK 


The Reasons for His Return to the Organization Will 
Be Told in Next Week’s Issue 


When I concluded the last instal- 
ment I said I promised to keep my 
mouth shut and not say a word about 
my resignation. This I did. From 
September 8, 1911, for many years, I 
never told the true story of my resig- 
nation, and this is the first time it has 
appeared in print. 


Officially the Board of Directors kept 
their promise to me, for it was not un- 
til the 5th of October, 1911, nearly a 
month after I resigned (see minutes of 
September 8, already published), I re- 
ceived this official letter announcing 
the acceptance of my resignation:

Chicago, May 5.—A good all-round, well- 
balanced bill, with Irene Franklin taking the 
lead in popular favor and Harry Watson a 
close second, House opened rather light for 
the Majestle. 

No,1—Pictures started off. 

No, 2—Sansone and Delilah did some very 
clever and unusual feats. They are worthy 
of a better place, for they deserve more ap- 
preciation than they receive. Ten minutes, full 
stage. 

No, 8—Burt Earle Company did some very 
effective work, opening with the banjo, violin, 
saxophone and plano. The andience took kindly 
to their offering. Till We Meet Again was 
very effective. Two bows and a very good en- 
core put their jazz number over to a strong fin- 
ish. Twelve minutes, in one. ‘“The’’ Earle, 
saxophone; Helen Artz, violin, and Grace Ab- 
bott, piano, were real assistants, 


No. 4—Bayonne Whipple and Walter Huston 
presented their own ideas as involved in the 
little sketch, entitled Shoes, which has more 
than ordinary merit In the theme, and the way 
they present it.

ing funny. First part is neither clever, orfg- 
inal nor entertaining.

New York, May 5.—The warmth of the early summer’s sun or the fasci- 
nation of the great outdoors does not seem to detract one whit from a vaude- 
ville fan’s determination to see the Palace show. Rain or shine, snow or sleet, 
this theater is the shrine to which all worshipers of the Goddess Vaudeville 
make weekly pilgrimage. And today those who left the glorious sunshine for 
the afternoon were amply repaid, as the show, while devoid of any sensa- 
tional “names,” turned out to be one of the most diversified and pleasing that 
this reviewer has ever enjoyed. Every act went over big, and the novelty of 
the soldier musical comedy gave the bill the necessary “different” touch from 
the ordinary Palace show.

When the pictures were flashed on the screen there were many vacant 
seats, which rapidly filled. 


No. 1—Royal Gascoignes, in opening position, created a positive sensation, 
and no praise that any reviewer can bestow on this clever, entertaining juggler 
can correctly convey an impression of the hit he made this afternoon. His 
feat of juggling four balls with one hand got him much applause, and his chair 
stunt is novel—he balances about six or seven chairs on his chin—but it is not 
what Gascoignes does, it’s how he does it. For real, genuine showmanship 
and artistry this performer has no superior on the stage.

No. 3—Norton and Lee, in their new song and dance production, did splen- 
didly. Ruby Norton sings several numbers, and their dancing is very clever. 
The act is delightfully presented, and easily held down this spot on the pro- 
gram, which is usually allotted to a sketch. Several bows. Booked by Harry 
Fitzgerald. 


No. 4—Julius Tannen, the chatter-box, talked incessantly for about twenty 
minutes, flitting from one subject to another as a bee flies from flower to 
flower, but always creating laughter. Julius had them screaming at times, 
and one of his gags about the ladies’ skirts, with the tight bottoms, sent the 
audience into convulsions. He talked about a lady who went to Camp Upton 
to sing for the soldiers, and remarked that “her voice certainly brought the 
war home to the boys.” Tannen then recited a poem, with a peroration urging 
all to buy Victory Bonds, and, after a short talk, suceeeded in selling $15,000 
worth of Victory notes.

Miss Bordoni, 
bubbling over with her delightful French personality, plus voice and accent, and 
Gitz-Rice, the Canadian hero, at the piano, singing his own songs, among 
them the old favorites, Dear Old Pal o’ Mine, which the lady sang in French, 
furnished one of the most entrancing entertainments we have ever had here. 
Miss Bordoni wears magnificent clothes, making several changes. Her rendi- 
tion of Over There in French, and, as an encore, her superb dramatic singing 
of La Marseillaise, brought the entire house to its feet in wild acclaim. A new 
song, in Chateau Thierry, sung by Miss Bordoni, promises to rival the famous 
Pal o’ Mine.

The comedy con- 
sists of the honeymoon troubles of three newly- 
wed couples, which fail to discourage the fourth 
man when he finds “The Only Girl.” Forty- 
one minutes; two curtains. 

No, 4—Harry Kranz and Bob Lahalle in Songs 
and Foolishness. Two rag shouters with loud 
voices and some art, who were extremely popu- 
lar with the shimmying enthusiasts in the audi- 
ence. Sang Rather be a Newsbo¥Y Than a King, 
gave an opera burlesque, Don’t Forget the Sal- 
vation Girl, Alcoholic Blues, and stopped the 
show with Minnie Shimmie.

No. 6@—Mabel McCane and her Vandeville

introducing Miss McCane. Grant and Wing fol- 
low with a straight dance, then an Indian dance, 
solo dance by Sexton, vamp. song by McCane 
and a jazz finish. The act is noteworthy for 
the elaborateness of staging and the minute at- 
tention to detail.

PIANISTS VS. VAUDEVILLIANS 


En Route, Spartanborg, S. C. 
Editor The Billboard, 

Dear Sir:—In answer to the invitation offered 
under the title of “Pianists vs. Vaudevillians,’’ 
wish to say I can speak from both sides of the 
case—as an actor and a musician. As a planist 
in the pit I have played some of the most (al- 
most) unreadable ‘‘script’’ in the world. Quite 
a broad statement, It was a pleasing sight to 
the eye just to look at the manuscript work 0” 
some music writers, 


In regard to music as it should be: The piano 
part should, in all cases, be just the same as the 
music in a printed, salable copy, like you would 
buy at any music store, or counter. No turning 
unless a very long number, 


As regards copy with melody cued in above 
accompaniment, wish to say such music can only 
be played anywhere near correct by a pipe or- 
gan, where you have one hand for the melody and 
another for the accompaniment, and your feet 
for the bass notes, I have played many such 
scores, and they can not be played correctly, as 
You must read the melody for your right han. 
and beth treble and bass for your left band and 
barmony. 


Then, too, pianists in vaudeville houses read 
so many lead sheets they get so they begin 
to fake the bass so much that when an act with 


legitimate copy comes along the pianist, unle«s 
he is watching, will begin to fake the bass of 
it, thereby losing much of the necessary har- 
mony. Still again I've seen bass arranged to 


music that I could fake better and more legit- 
imate harmony to the melody than was written. 

Now, as a vaudeville actor, wish to say I've 
had music absolutely butchered by a few in- 
ferior pianists, but as a general rule have had 
very little trouble, for the reason when I use a 
number 1 get a good pianist to play it, bave him 
mark it as 1 sing it, making hold¢, ritards and 


cuts where 1 slowed up, stopped, ete. 1 once 
had an orchestra leader say to me: ‘“‘Who 
marked your stuff for you?” I said: ‘‘As it hap- 


pens, I marked this.” He warmly shook hands 
with me, and said: “Boy, if they all were like 
this, mine would be a much happier life.” 

Dancing acts don’t need music arranged in 
five flats or sharps, nor do acrobatic acts need 
dificult music. Many singers who can sing 
in € or D ingist om having everything in D fat. 
My advice to acts wonld be to have a good ar- 
ranger, who writes both manuscript and good 
harmony, arrange their music. then sing it or 
play it, and bave some good leader mark the 
holds, ritards, accelerandos, etc., in it. This 
will make it better for both acts and musicians, 
with resulting barmony between them. 

Many good singing acts and singers de not 
know one note from another, so naturally they

Answers “J. C. N.” and Harry Mount- 
ford 


Roanoke, Va., May 2, 1919. 
To the Editor of The Billboard: 

1 have your ixsne of May 3. The papers come 
lote on thie Seuthern time. I thank yon fer 
publishing my devial of the authorship of the 
letter signed “J. C. N.° im your March 19th is- 
~ue, also for your explanation of the delay In 
jublishing same. 

I note in this week's issue just to hand an 
anonymous inguiry as to my own right te my 
own pame. To make the matter duly historic, 
will state that at a tender age I was baptized 
und contirmed John Charles Nugent in St. 
Stephen's Church, Niles, Obfo, 

That there are hundreds of others with the 
same initials is admitted, but, as you stated, 
editorially, that the writer of the J. C. N. let- 
ter was “a vaudevillian of considerable »tand- 
ing.’ and as the writer who hid lbebind 
those initials stated, 1 believe, that he was “an 

| White Rat,” bis identity narrows down to 
such J. C. Ns. as are “‘vaudevillians of consid 
le stending.”” and who are also, like my- 
self, “old White Rats.’’ 

Further, when sueh performers as I have 
met with have read or heard of the J. C. N. 
of March 19 (among whom were Harry 
Sharrock, Mr. Willard, of the Lion Tamers; 
llenry Frey and others) tell me they thought 
~ a matter of course that I was the writer, 
ind that every one else whom they beard dis- 


lette 


cuss the Matter thonght likewise, it is not 
unremonable that I sheukd think that that 
Wes the general impression, particularly when 
nene of them or any one else know can 
think of another performer ef considerable 
standing or even Of such humble standing as 
mine, Who was also an “‘old White Rat,’? and 
Who possesses thee inftials, 

And, narrowing further, it is admitted that 
I am identified with ‘the former Nugent let- 
ters,”’ published in the theatrical papers for 


many years, and it must be conceded that no 
other “White Kat’ of standing who possesses 


those initials is so identitied. 
This should answer all this “prop” surprise 
that I should not wish the profession to con 


fuse me with any one who, for whatever rea- 
~oms, Is ashamed of his name, or to allow any 
one to imagine that be can kid the profession 
“ith a stool pigeon letter writer. 

I regret that Mr. Mountford should think me 
“conceited.” I can imagine how conceit in 
ony one else mast burt that shrinking violet. 
Or should I say shrinking peacock? The de- 
~cription read somewhere revently of Mr. 
Mountfords turning green at Mr. Fogarty's 
testimony perhaps gives color to this simile. 

1 also regret that my former letters showed 


confusion of thougbt.". They evidently econ 
fused Mr. Mouwntford, especially one «qnestion, 
«., “Tiow can an artist keep his obligation 
‘> & labor wnien and also keep his contract 


when the two obligations coniiiet ?’ 
However, The Billboard of May 3 assures ws

I am glad he did not add “nor possibil- 
ity.” I trust this is not confusing. 
lis arguments are also better than when 
he used to write, “After ninety days no one 
can work in America without our permission.”’

Perhaps it is very un-Kelth and im-Proctor 
to kid Mr. Mountford, who is funny enough 
as it is. But, you see, be has accused me of 
“Pollasellabie orthography.”” which, Ditmar, 
Fennalessy and Gilbo (those three boys with 
one idea, to make the people laugh, coming 
East) tell me is a very serious disease. 


Ile asks Mr, Goodman a lot of questions, 
some of which only I can answer. First 
“Why did I ron to Mr. Goodman with 


Matter, Hke a child to its mamma?’ 
distinetly unfair te both Mr. Goodman and 
my mamma, who, God love her, is distinctly 
Irish. 

I wrote to Mr. Goodman becanse he is an 
attorney and wnderstands theatri¢al conditions, 
and would understand the undercurrent of 
this childish J. C. N. frame-up. Also, 
did not then know that I needed Mr. Mount- 
ford’s permission to choose my attorney. 

Mr. Goodman replied that I should take the 
matter ap myself with The Btllboard, other- 
wise that he and I and the booking office 
would merely be accused of some sort of con- 
spiracy by Mountford. I insisted that it was 
his duty to me, to the profession and to the 
readers that he take this metter up and iden- 
tify himself with if, amd that, to quote my 
words to him verbatim, “I¢ did not matter a 
tinker’s damn what Mr. Mountford wrote, so 
long as it was not true. That when I wrote 
anything I signed my name to it, and that it 
would be so unbiased as to be above the sus- 
picton of conspiracy with anybody.” 

Ile then wrote, at my request, as above, the 
letter containing my affidavit, as poblished In 
The Billheard, which reached me last week 
at Petersburg, Va, 

Now. true to form, Mountford at once claims 
that there are hundreds of J. C. Ns. “My 
word—why should one think it might mean 
Nugent?’ and, of course, immediately bas 
“thonghts occur to him.’ Queer thoughts— 
“Did Goodman write the (former Nugent let- 
fers)?" “Did the office tell Nugent to make 
this offidavit or get no more time? “The 
Federal inquiry has brought out many tbings— 
the paid letters—“Can J. C. Nuogent be classed 
with these?" 

Whith is just what I wanted bim to say. 
For the benefit of beth Mr. Mountford and 
the booking office, and the actors for vaude- 
ville In general. Now, I suggest that if there 
fs any doubt about se matter, the same Fed- 
eral investigation be Invoked to prove whether 
there is or ts not, ever has or has not been 
any conspiracy or illegal understanding be- 
tween J. C. Nugent and the booking office or 
any member of it, or the editor of any theat- 
rical paper or any member of it. Whether J. 
C¢, Nugent ever paid for anything be had pub- 
lished, or ever permitted any one else to do 
« With his knowledge. Whether he ever 
asked, feceived or was offered ¢@nything of any 
nafute that could be construed as a bribe. 
Whether he ever “Kicked” back any ~ motey 

; 


out of his salary, or was guilty of any graft 
of any kind. 

It is true that Variety, in its first N. V. A. 
number, told its readers editorially the truth 
about this, that J. C. Nugent plainly insisted 
that he would pay for nothing, would write 
what he pleused, allow no one else to pay for 
what he wrote, or to read it before it was 
published. Variety told J. C. Nugent then 
and afterwards that it published J. C. Nu- 
gent’s letters simply because it believed them 
to be absolutely honest, But, as 1 may write 
again when I am less busy with more impor- 
tant things, and as there is a new generation 
of vaudeville from time to time, it may be 
well for them to know that J. C. Nugent 
writes his own letters, as well as his own 
stage material, does not hide behind initials, 
is not influenced in the least by the “White 
Rats” or the booking office, or any individual 
manager or actor, or the fear of any one’s 
opinion, or the desire for any job or position; 
that be has no panacea for “‘saving’’ the ac- 
tors or the Manager, either: that he does not 
want to be “saved”? himself; that he believes 
what all artists who are not fools believe— 
that he and they are perfectly capable of man- 
aging their own husiness and want no help 
from outside agitators, professional saviors 
or “ark-bnilders."’ 

We have many internal troubles to be cor- 


rected, but prefer to keep it within the pro- 
fession. We are quite capable of fighting it 
out alone. 


I rather admired Mr. Mountford until he 
became tiresome and childish. A recent line 
of his, “There were nine shows at a house in 
Detrvit last week,’* is characteristic of this. 
One would think he was trying to incite re- 
bellion among ignorant children. Had he 
added that there were probably nine bills 
available to give the nine shows, while the 
Palace, New York, had a hard time to secure 
enough suitable acts to make up one bill, thus 
showing the actor that his real salvation is 
in learning to act, he might have shown a 
glimmer of understanding of our profession. 

But his brain is distinctly the brain of a 
tradesman or a laborer or a very efficient 
clerk. Sincere, without doubt, but not at all 
understanding, am! always trying by some 
artificial fallacy to make easier and shorter 
that hard, long road which true art, even in 
its lower forms. must travel te reach success. 

There is nothing so pathetically hopeless as 
the efficient materialist without, vision, the 
man full of small particulars, dates, names 
and treasured memoranda with which to prove 
thee he once existed, although he is long since 


dead 

Still, it is a pity that a man gifted with 
such tremendous energy as Mr. Mountford 
should not be inspired with a desire to do 
something Which he could do. For instance, 
he could, without doubt, make such a success 
ef a string of butcher sbops as would endear 
him to a steak-loving world.

lutely: refused to do. Other persons in the 
organization, not friends of mine, visited me 
at home and begged me to come down on the 
floor of the lodge and make a fight. Thix I 
refused to do. And perhaps here I made a mis- 
If I had taken it down on to the floor 
of the lodge I might and probably would have 


ry 


won. But at that time I had been attacked in 
every professional paper as a dictator, as an 
autocrat, as a self-seeker, and as one who meant 
to “rule or ruin.” And I was of opinion, and 
am of opinion still, that had I taken the ques- 
tion of my resignation down to the members that 
it would have precipitated a fight which would 
have rent the organization in twain, and tho 
I should have won it would have been at the 
cost of disrupting the organization, and of 
giving my enemies the chance to truthfully say: 
“*Mountford must rule or ruin.’"’ I preferred to 
let the organization go on without any action 
on my part to wreck it, and to let events tel 
the tale. If I was wrong the organization woul 

live and flourish, If I was right the policy 
pursued by the then Board of Directors would 
ruin it. 1 ean honestly and truthfully refer 
the actors to the history of the organization 
from 1911 to the time I returned, as te whether 
or not mine was the correct policy for the 

and well-being of the White Rats Actors’ UMion 
of America. Let the actors think what occurred 
to the White Rats Actors’ Union during the 
time I was absent. Let them think whether the 
policy of the board at that time, when carried 
out as it was carried out, was to the benefit of 
the organization and whether 1 was not right 
in the stand I took in 1911, 


There remained now nothing for me to do 
except to consider as to whether I should remain 
a member or not. If I remained a member the 
chances were that there would be always some 
person or persons coming to me to fight their 
troubles. I should be a constant center of 
disturbance in the organization. 1 should be 
looked upon with suspicion by the officers. and 
any time I chose to criticize them would be 
regarded as a disgruntled, out-of-work office 
holder. It required a great deal of courage 
and self-confidence at this time to make up 
my mind, 

Mr. Malevinsky, amongst many others, pleaded 
with me to withdraw my resignation. He spent 
almost four hours one day with me, asking me 
not to resign, a fact which is corroborated by 
a specch which he afterwards delivered at a 
meeting of the White Rats Actors’ Union, when 
with rhetorical exaggeration he told the mem- 
bers that for two days he went down on his 
knees to Mountford, asking bim not to resign. 

Otber officers and members of the organiza- 
tion came to me, but my mind was made up. I 
was convinced that I was doing what was right 
on the facts as they then lay before me, apd, 
as a Consequence, I severed my connection with 
the organization as a2 member by writing the 
following letter: 

“To the Members cf the White Rats Actors’ 
Union, 

“Gentlemen—As I am about to attempt to 
embark in other fields of work apart and away 
from the actors’ side of the theatrical profes- 
sion, and as I do not believe that persons not 
actively engaged in the entertainers’ profession 
should legislate for, or advise, those who earn 
their living in that sphere. I respectfulfy and re 
gretfully request you to accept my resignation 
as a member of the White Rats Actors’ Union. 

“With the best and deepest wisbes for your 
continued success I am Yours, 

“HARRY MOUNTPFORD, Ne. 915." 

From the day on which I left. Friday, Sep- 
tember the 29th, 1911, I never attacked the 
White Rats Actors’ Union, by word or by deed. 
I kept my promise In spite of tne many gross 
lies circulated by certain persons as te . the 
reasons for my leaving. I have a list of the 
stories given out as to the reason I resigned, 
and I have one bundred and seventy-three dif- 
ferent stories which were circulated as to my 
reasons for resigning. The stories range. from 
arson to abduction, from petty larceny to the 
stealing of $500,000. Every one of them is a 
lie. The reasons for which I resigned are exact- 
ly as I have set forth in this and the previous 
chapters.

WHAT ANOTHER MAN SAYS! 


(So much has been said about my so-called exaggeration of present conditions, my earnest desire for 
@ union amongst actors, and when I say actors I mean all actors, irrespective of where they happen to be 
working or of what kind of work they do, that I am going to print below what another man said, and this 
other man knows nothing about actors, knows nothing about our struggle, and by no means could be described 
as a labor agitator or an anarchist. The man I am talking about is Mr. Walter Lippmann. He has been 
the secretary to Colonel House in Paris. A sure proof that he sits in the seats of the great and mixes with 
the aristocracy of intellect and wealth. 


In July, 1914, he wrote a book called “Drift and Mastery.” Now note this date, July, 1914. Long be- 
fore there was any talk of a strike amongst us. Read this carefully and might he not have been describing 
the actors’ condition and the managers’ actions? Cut this out and keep it, as in a very few words it conveys 
one of the best arguments for unionism I have ever read. 


The quotations below are taken without alteration from Chapter Five of his book. Read them, learn them 
and let the lesson go home.—H. M.) 


“When employers talk about the freedom of labor .... 
dom, not the freedom of wage-earnmers. ... . 
as aristocracies fight the vote. 


They are worried about their own free- 
And they fight unions as monarchs fight constitutions, 


When an employer tells about his own virtues, he dilates upon his kindness, his fairness, and all the 
good things he has done for his men. . . . . Employers are organized for obstruction. . . .. There 
are also a number of national associations in various trades endeavoring to prevent wage earners from 
submerging their individuality in unions. They have been known to refuse advertising to papers which 
were friendly to organized labor. ... They have been known to use the blacklist, though, of 
course, they do not approve of it. They have been known to place spies in labor unions to protect work- 
ers against themselves. ... . 


“The fact is that nothing is so stubbornly resisted as the attempt to organize labor into effective unions. 
Yet it is labor organized that alone can stand between America and the creation of a permanent servile 
class. Unless labor is powerful enough to be respected, it is doomed to a degrading servitude. Without 
unions no such power is possible. Without unions industrial democracy is unthinkable. Those 
who fight unions may think they are fighting its obvious errors, but what they are really against is just 
this encroachment of democracy upon business. . . Employers are not wise enough to govern their 
men with unlimited power, and not generous enough to be trusted with autocracy. . .. . IT SEEMS 
TO ME SIMPLY THAT THE EFFORT TO BUILD UP UNIONS IS AS MUCH THE WORK OF PIONEERS 
AS THE EXTENSION OF CIVILIZATION INTO THE WILDERNESS. .. . . They may not suc- 
ceed, but if they don’t their failure will be a tragedy for civilization, a loss of co-operative effort, a balk- 
ing of energy, and the fixing in American life of a class structure. 


“The unions are struggling where life is nakedly brutal. . .. . . To expect unionists then to talk 
with velvet language and act with the deliberation of a college faculty is to be a tenderfoot, a victim of your 
class tradition. The virtues of labor today are frontier virtues, its struggles are for rights and privileges 
that the rest of us inherited from our unrefined ancestors. 


“Men are fighting fer the beginnings of industrial self-government. If the world were wise that fight 
would be made easier for them. But it is not wise. . . . . And so the burden falls entirely upon the 
workers who are directly comcernmed. .... 


“No wonder they despise the scab. He is justly despised. Far from being the independent, liberty- 
loving soul he is sometimes painted, the scab is a traitor to the economic foundations of democracy. He 
makes the basic associations of men difficult. He is an indigestible lump in the common life, and it is he 
who generates nine-tenths of the violence in labor disputes. Democracies of workingmen have to fight 
him out of sheer self-protection as a nation has to fight a mutiny, as doctors have to fight a quack. The 
clubbing of scabs is not a pretty thing; the importation of scabs is an uglier ome. . .. « 


“There are certain preliminaries of civilization which the great mass of workingmen have not yet 
won. They have not yet won a living wage, they have not yet won anything like security of employment, 
they have not yet won the right to be consulted as to the conditions under which they work. 
v ntil they do, it is idle to talk about industrial peace, and folly to look for ‘reasonable’ adjustments of dif- 
ficulties. . . . . Until labor is powerful enough it can not trust to the benevolence of its 
masters, .. for labor is right in supposing that no national conscience and no employers’ con- 
science yet exhibited are adequate. For if men are ground down in poverty, if the rights of 
assemblage and free speech are denied them, if their protests are ineffective and despised, then rebellion 
is the only possible way out. Yet ‘something to say’ is just what the workers want. They 
know that better conditions are very elusive unless they have the power to enforce them, to see that what 
is giver with one hand is not taken away with the other. The great battles of labor are for recognition 
of the union or to maintain its integrity. It happens that the great battles of American history have also 
been fought for independence and union. ... . 


“And there seems to be no limit to the methods by which organization is thwarted. Race is played 
against race, religion against religion; there are spies, blacklists, lockouts, thugs, eviction, the denial of free 
speech and the right to assemble. Things are done in America today which are more lurid than melodrama.” 


If you agree with Mr. Lippmann and with me that the effort “TO BUILD up unions is as much the 
work of pioneers as the extension of civilization into the wilderness,” why don’t YOU become a pioneer? 


Why don’t YOU help US to extend civilization into the wilderness? 


Why don’t you join and so gain the power to “enforce better conditions” and to see what IS GIVEN 
WITH ONE HAND IS NOT TAKEN AWAY WITH THE OTHER?

The musical lion of the present London sea- 
son is pone otber than the composer of Lilac 
Domino, Charles Cuvillier. Ap interesting story 
bas just reached America concerning him, 
which has its humorous side. 

One of the best known English stage man- 
agers, just over on a fiying trip, said that about 
the time Lilac Domino played a solid year 
in London announcements of a gala anniversary 
performance were given to the press. It was 
then some of the leading musical critics in 
England began to question the existence of such 
2 personege as Curfllicr. One even went so far 
as to write an article in which he practically 
sai@ this: ‘“‘The theatrical managers who have 
bees fortunzte enough to secure the rights of 
the marvelous success, Lilac Domino, cannot 
fool us any longer with their announcements 
that this music was composed by one Charles 
Cuvillier. There is no Covillier. At the very 
first performance we recognized the graceful 
and beautiful style of the famous Lehar in the 
so-called Cuvillier music. We remember now 


that Lilac Domino was produced at a daylight 
performance because at that time the Zeppelins 
were bombing London and the theaters at night 
were dark. We realize bow foolish it would 
bave been for the managers to announce at such 
and beautiful style of the famous Lebar is the 
trian, so it was a shrewd move on their part to 
give this composer the French nom de plume, 
“Cuvillier.”’ 

In answer to this widely circulated article 
the management promptly made use of the op- 
portunity to refute it. They telegraphed 
“Cuvillier,” who was at that time serving with 
the French soldiers in the trenches, informing 
him that it was absolutely necessary for bim 
to secure a furlough from the Government at 
all hazards in order that he appear personally 
in London on the night of the anniversary per- 
formance to prove beyond a shadow of doubt 
that he is a living reality and that he composed 
Lilac Domino and not Lehar. The matter was 
arranged. A surprise was sprong on the British 
public by the appearance of “‘Covillier’’ in the 
director’s chair on this occasion. Mr. Cuvillier 
in addition to being a talented composer is also 
a finished piano virtuoso. His success has been 


so marked that he has been engaged by Man- 
ager Charlot to give afternoon pianoforte re- 
citals at four of his theaters, and these have 
become a gathering place for the elite and the 
aristocracy. 

The star of this talented composer is in the 
ascendant. He has four other musical works 
contracted for by London managers for early 
production. One of the books was written by 
Gladys Unger, which promises to be the musical 
sensation of the London season. 

While in Europe some seasons ago Stern & Co. 
secured no less than nine of Cuvillier’s works, 
of which the four in preparation form a part.

The young hus- 
band, who had obtained experience in feminitie 
ways and dress by having taken part in amateur 
theatricals while in the naval training school, 
makes up as a girl and 1s smuggled into the 
same girls’ school as A New Girl. As may be 
easily imagined many amusing complications en- 
sue, but matters are finally straightened out, 
the court decides that the marrface was regu- 
lar and cannot be annulled, and everything ends 
happily, as it always does in musical comedy. 

There is another little romance on the side, 
furnished by the love affair of Jacqueline’s 
friend Lavinia Lee (Ann Orr) and a young sail- 
or lad, Billie Hopkins (Scott Welsh).

HOWARD KYLE'S ADDRESS 

Howard Kyle appeared on a Shakespearean 
program of the Century Theater Club. Astor 
Hotel, New York, last Friday. In a distinct 
and exquisitely modulated voice Mr. Kyle made 
tbe following address: 

‘Ladies, or perbaps “Fellow Citizens’? would 
be more accurate. It is almost impossible for 
me to say what I wish in the short time avail- 
able. The music from the harp just now 
sounded like showers of silvery epray. That 
iustrument is inimitable in unison with poetry 
end these lines from the Merchant of Venice 
came to my mind—A man who hath no music 
io bimself, Nor is not moved with concord of 


Pweet sounds, Ie Ot for treasons, stratagems 
and spoils.’ 
“Many years ego when I contemplated 


edopting the stage as 2 profession I gained 
2p interview with the late Lawrence Parrett, 
who, after cross-ezxamining me with the evi 
dent intention of diverting my services to an 


other and, perhaps, more useful vocation, de- 
elared, ‘If you feel a determined cal! to be- 
come an actor I advise you to seek a place 


with some company presenting a Shakespearean 
repertoire. There you would get the very 
best fundamental training.’ I followed his 
advice, and many aspirants have since con- 
Suited me in a similar fashion from time to 
time. Several years ago I was happy to be 
eble to have a young man promoted from a 
place ip a modest quartet to a line of good 
parts in a Shakespearean repertoire company. 
My judgment was based on the distinctive 
quality of interpretation I observed in his ren- 
dition of a speech in a minor character role 
That young man now enjoys more than a little 
New York recognition. Recently he spoke to 
me of another comparatively new actor, who 
wes a member of the same company with him. 
*He’s leaving, I think, to accept another en- 
gagement, and I’m not sorry,’ be said. ‘Why? 
I asked, ‘bave the newspapers turned his head? 
‘No,’ was the reply, ‘but he has not learned 
his business and yet he is self-satisfied. ‘He 
never bad any fundamental experience in a 
repertoire of parts, and acting a scene with 
him is not easy.” This comment amused and 
gratified me. Daniel French, the American 
sculptor, very recently exhibited such a par- 
ticularly wonderful ‘marble’ that it was al- 
most immediately purchased and given a per- 
manent abode in the Metropolitan Art Mu- 
seum. When asked about his mastery of art 
Mr. French said: ‘I'm seventy-one, and I feel 
that I'm just beginning.’ 

“Shakespeare is charged with baing the 
father of the ‘starring’ system. True, Mac- 
beth, Lear, Hamlet and Othello are transcend- 
ent character studies, but Shakespeare never 
cheapened bis so-called minor parts. What 
there is of them requires a skill in portrayal 
worthy of the best actors. They are true to 
nature, and they require truthful interpreta- 
tion. Certainly, it was not the master’s pur- 
pose to curtail or belittle the lesser charac- 
ters of his plays in aid of any sadly deficient 
actors whom fate may have allowed to assume 
the leading roles. 

. . . * 

“Bmerson wrote of Shakespeare that, while 
he is conceded to be the world’s best drama- 
tist, it is as a poet that he should be first 
considered. He was a full man who could 
express thoughts better than any one else. 
Those who could act in his plays may acquire 
much culture. Brander Matthews in his 
Founders’ Night speech at ‘The Players,’ a 
few years ago, told how he and the late Law- 
rence Hutton once requested Edwin Tooth to 
write a paper about his father for a volume 
they were editing. Mr. Booth modestly con- 
sented, but when hie Ms. was delivered it 
required little if amy changing. He had spent 
his life portraying the characters of Shake- 
speare and he had the poet’s ‘limitless vocab- 
ulary on the tip of his tongue.’ 

“Victor Hugo, an exile on the Island of 
Guernsey, wrote a life of Shakespeare which 
a gient’s appreciation. In it he said 
WMhought expressed by a genius like Shake. 
speare is the respiration of God thru the 
human mind.’ After every cataclysm or great 
conflict, such as has upheaved the world for 
the past five years, the people, whose natures 
have been deeply shaken, turn to him who 
bas given the greatest expression to the fun- 
damental emotions. Witness that the one es- 
tablished Shakespearean company we have left 
bas this season been receiving the largest 
patronage it has ever known. Actors are not 
much concerned about Shakespeare having 
been a boy poacher on Thomas Lucy’s pre- 
serves, or a carriage boy before the Black- 
friars Theater, ot that his forehead was high, 
his beard brown and his eyes gentle tho deep. 


They think particularly of Richard Burbage, 


the Grst to enact the great ‘star’ parts, and 
they Like to know that the author himself 
played the Ghost in Hamlet and Adam in As 
You Like It. Somehow it brings the 
close to them, and no actor ever fails to 
stirred at hearing Macbeth, who, upon learn- 
ing of the death of his wife, drops 
truncheon as he stands stunned by the stdden 
news, and utters the soliloquy containing this 
thesplan’s simile: 

Out, out, brief candle! 

Life’s but a walking shadow; a poor player, 
That struts and frets his hour upon the stage, 
And then is heard no more.’ ”

A 
large audience had gathered and after waiting 
votil almost nine o’clock for the curtain to rtse 
they were informed that no performance would 
be given and that their money would be re- 
funded. Announcement was made from the

Actors, actresses and orchestra members went 
on strike, some demanding salaries said to have 
been overdue, while others wanted their salaries 
in advance. When no salaries were forthcom- 
ing players and musicians refused to go on. 

The season of Spanish opera started on April 
19, and while the attendance has been fair, it 
is said that the receipts have not been sufficient 
to cover the expenses of the company. The 
ending of the enterprise, it is admitted, was 
largely due to a poor choice of opera for the 
opening performance. While “Maruxa was en- 
thusiastically received it suffered by the inevtrt- 
able comparison with last year’s brilllant open- 
ing offering, The Land of Joy, and in con- 
sequence was something of a disappointment. 
This affected the gttendance at succeeding of- 
ferings. 

Jealousy also is said to have played a part 
in the disruption of the organization, some of 
the artists demanding that tlieir names appear 
in the electric lights, and refusing to continue 
unless their request was granted, 

The Spanish organization had been recruited 
in Cuba and Mexico and the business manager, 
Leoncia Mosqrera, had planned to continue tne 
engagement at the Park Theater thruout the 
summer. He stated that he hopes to reopen 
within a week, after effecting a reorganization 
of the company.

MILLIONS SUBSCRIBED 


To Victory Loan at Concert Held in 
Metropolitan Opera House 


New York, May 3.—At the Victory Loan 
concert held at the Metropolitan Opera House 
Monday night music lovers subscribed approx- 
imately $8,000,000 to the Victory Loan. The 
concert was given under the auspices of the 
Allied Music Trades committee of the Rainbow 
Division and was attended by several thou- 
sand people. No one was admitted who had 
not already subscribed to the Victory Loan. 

A quota of $2,750,000 was assigned the 
Rainbow Division, but before the concert began 
double that amount had been raised. 

A varied and pleasing program was offered. 
It included violin selections by Jascha Heifets, 
piano solo by S. Rachmaninoff ang addresses 
by Admiral Henry T. Mayo, the Rev. Dr. C. 
Wallace Petty and Lieut.-Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt. Morris K, Parker wag chairman in charge 
and Andre Benoist was the accompanist. Before 
the regular program began there was community 
singing, led by Francis J. Tyler, In which the 
large audience joined. 

Rachmaninoff first played The Star-Spangled 
Banner on the piano, and at the conclusion of 
his rendition it was announced that the bor 
parties in Boxes 27 and 29 would subscribe $1,- 
200,000 if he would play another selection. 
Rachmaninoff then played a C-sharp minor pre- 
lude of his own composition and a waltz by 
Chopin.

ORCHESTRA FOR TORONTO 


Plans Under Way To Establish Big 
Symphony Organization 


Toronto, Can., May 3.—A movement has been 
launched to establish in Toronto a big symphony 
orchestra. Plans, which hitherto have been 
somewhat nebulous, ate now taking definite 
shape. While the leading musicians and others 
who are interesting themselves in the movement 
are unwilling to give out much definite infor- 
mation just now as to the probable details 
of the organization, it is announced that a meet- 
ing will be held about May 12 at which those 
who have been looking after the financial end 
of the matter and those who have been corre- 
sponding with conductots will have definite in- 
formation to offer. 

Those interested in the movement state that 
no move will be made to establish the orchestra 
unless at least $75,000 a year is guaranteed for 
three years to meet any possible deficit. It is 
said that ample financial support is practically 
assured, and there is little doubt that an or- 
chestra will be successfully launched. 

It is said a conductor may be secured from 
England, but nothing definite along this line 
has been announced.

New York, May 3.—Signor Ronualdo De Mar- 
tin, formerly of the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra, has been engaged by B. S. Moss to conduct 
the New American Symphony Orchestra of forty 
pieces at the Broadway Theater, which opened 
Friday night, under the direction of Mr. Moss.

THE RADCLIFFE 


CHAUTAUQUAS 


$180,000 Paid to Talent—3,300 Towns Yet To 
Be Visited — How the One-Price System 
Works—Startling Facts About Our 
Educational Needs 


What are the Radcliffe chautauquas? To 
answer that question one must know W. L. Rad- 
eliffe, the man who is back of all of this ac- 
tivity. He is often called the Henry Ford of 
the chautauqua movement. That’s a good com- 
parison. 


For twenty-five years i have known W. L. 
Radcliffe. His friendship has been a benedic- 
tion and an inspiration. I first sold him talent 
when he was secretary of the Y. M. C. A. at 
Cumberland, Md. Yes, I sold him talent and re- 
tained his friendship, which has grown with 
time. 


The other day I strolled into his office at 
Washington, D. C., spending two bours with him. 
The next morning I returned and spent the day 
renewing our old time acquaintances and re- 
fresbing our memories of events long since for- 
gotten. 


The hardest thing to pry out of W. L. Rad- 
cliffe is a story of his chautauqua activity. 


But you can't know a man as long as I have 
known W. L. Radcliffe and remain ignorant of 
his activities and what he is doing and how he 
is doing it. 


On his desk lay a copy of Carlyle’s Sartor 
Resartus, It was much read, Its pages were 
scribbled with many marginal notes. It told a 
story. 


The following had been much read: ‘‘Two men 
I bonor and no third. First, the worn crafts- 
man that with earthmade implements laboriously 
ronquers the earth and makes her man’s. Ven- 
erable to me is the hard hand, crooked, coarse, 
wherein, notwithstanding, lies a cunning virtue, 
indefensibly royal, as of the scepter of this 
planet. Venerable, too, is the rugged face, all 
weather tanned, besoiled with its rude intelli- 
gence, for it is the face of a man living man- 
like. Oh, but the more venerable for thy rude- 
ness and even because we must pity as well as 
love thee! MHardly entreated brother! For us 
was thy back so bent, for us were thy straight 
limbs and fingers so deformed. Thou wert our 
eonscript on whom the lot fell, and fighting our 
battles wert so marred. For in thee, too, lay a 
God-created form, but it was to be unfolded; in- 
crusted must it stand with the thick adhesi 


heavens send sleep, and of the deepest, in his 
smoky crib, a clear, dewy heaven of rest en- 
velops him and fitfal glitterings of cloud- 
spirited dreams. But what I do mourn over 
is that the lamp of his soul should go out, that 
bo ray of heavenly or even of earthly knowledge 
should visit him, but only in the haggard dark- 
ness, like two specters, fear and indignation, 
bear him company. Alas, while the body stands 
so broad and brawny, must the sould lie blinded, 
dwarfed, stupefied, almost annihilated? Alas, was 
this too a breath of God bestowed in heaven, 
but on earth never to be unfolded? That there 
whould one man die ignorant who had capacity 
for knowledge this I call a tragedy. The 
miserable fraction of science which our united 
mankind, in a wide universe of nescience, has 
acquired, why is not this, with all diligence, 
imparted to all?"’ 


That is not a picture of the world in which 
Carlyle lived, to W. L. Radcliffe it is a picture 
of the United States of America. It’s a picture 
of our own country, with its unequal oppor- 
tunities. It’s a picture of the youth of the 
United States, where we have 30,000,000 of 
school age and where but 19,000,000 are enrolled 
in school, where 15,000,000 are below the sixth 
grade, where 1,600,000 are enrolled in the high 
schools, where 400,000 are enrolled in colleges 
and universities, and where 11,000,000 are not 
enrolled in any school. 


The Surgeon-General of the United States 
Army recently supplied the Department of the 
Interior with the figures compiled at the soldier 
camps, which in round numbers show that one 
out of every four Americans called to fight could 
not read nor write in any language. 


Let’s not get lost in our great array of figures 
—great as they are they do not exactly explain 
W. L. Radcliffe, neither do they throw more 
than a gleam of light on the wonderful ac- 
tivities that are being carried on under the little 
khaki tents, where more than 3,000,000 people 
gather annually and spend three days in a sort 
of community revival and feast of soul. 

To get at the cause of this activity we must 
go farther back into the life of the man who 


has developed this wonderful system of educa 
tion, inspiration, recreation and entertainment. 

As a boy W. L. Radcliffe lived in a cotton 
factory town in Virginia. He could hear the 
big bell long before daybreak calling the men, 
women and children to the mills. He could look 
out of his bedroom window and watch the lines 
of lantern bearers wending their way to the 
place of endless toll... Long after nightfall he 
could bear the big bell ring out the belated 
tidings that the day was done, and again he 
could watch the weary streams of flickering 
lights, which indicated the fact that the tired 
men, women and children were dragging their 
weary bodies homeward, for the day was done. 

Robbed of the association of the youth of his 
own day, he naturally thinks of the youngsters 
of this generation. ‘“‘If you are a good citizen,” 
says the Radcliffe Chauiauqua booster leaflets, 
“you will fight for the ‘kids.’ You will see 
to it that every boy and every girl in your town, 
rich or poor, is given a fair, square chance to 
become a decent man and a noble woman ond a 
useful citizen, Eighty-five per cent of the pris- 
oners in your county jail are illiterate. It is 
cheaper to give a boy a good education and start 
him on the road to decency and success than to 
allow him to remain an illiterate, become a 
criminal and execute him for his crime.”’ 

Back in the cotton mill days of his early 
life W. L. Radcliffe started in by helping those 
tired hands and sore hearts that labored in the 
mills to find a better way of solving life's 
problems. He started a little club house and 
night school. He could read and write; the 
workers couldn't, 


He had read, as a boy, these words of Carlyle’s: 
“Truly a thinking man is the worst enemy the 
Prince of Darkness can have; every time such 
a one announces himself I doubt not there runs 
a shudder thru the nether world and new 
emissaries are trained with new tactics to, if 
possible, entrap him and hoodwink and handcuff 
him.”’ 

W. L. Radcliffe proved to his own satisfaction 
that the race can only be redeemed by the slow 
process of education, sure often because it is 
slow, 

The Radcliffe Chautanqua is a thoroly or- 
ganized and splendidly equipped educational and 
inspirational institution, which is held in a town 
for three days in its own tent, where twelve 
lectures, concerts and conferences of the highest 
order are given.

and defacements of labor, and thy body, like 
thy soul, was not to know freedom? Yet toil 
on, toil on, thou art in thy duty; be out of it 
who may; thou toilest for the altogether indis- 
pensable, for daily bread. 


“A second man I honor and still more highly: 
He who is seen toiling for the spiritually in- 
dispensable, not daily bread, but the Bread of 
Life. Is not he too in his duty endeavoring to- 
wards inward harmony, revealing this by his 
act or by word thru all his outward endeavors, 
be they high or low? Highest of all when his 
outward and inward endeavors are one, when 
we can name him artist, not earthly craftsman 
only, but inspired thinker, who with heaven- 
made implements conquers heaven for us. If 
the poor and humble toil for us that we may 
have food must not the high and glorious toil 
for him in return that he may have light, have 
guidance, freedom, immortality? These two in 
all their degrees I honor. All else is chaff and 
dust, which let the wind blow whither it listeth. 


“Unspeakably touching is it, however, when 


y find both dignities united, and he that must 


toil for the lowest of man’s wants is also toil- 
ing inwardly for the highest. Sublimer in this 
world know I nothing than a peasant saint. 
Such a one will take thee back to Nazareth it- 
self; thou wilt see the splendor of heaven 
spring from the humblest depths of earth, like 
a light shining in a great darkness, 

“And, again, it is not for his toil that 
I lament for the poor, We must all toil or steal 
(howsoever we name our stealing), which is 
worse. No faithful workman finds his task a 
pastime. The poor is hungry and athirst, but 
for him also there is food and drink. He is 
heavy laden and weary, but for him also the 
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Americans Who Can Not Read or Write

W. L. Radcliffe paid out $180,000 in salaries 
last year for talent alone. He started his long 
circuits this year with more than $400,000 worth 
of contracts in the office when the first circuit 
took the road. That was nearly $100,000 more 
than was in the office last year on the opening 
day. 

W. L. Radcliffe has thoroughly demonstrated 
the practicability of the one-price system of sell- 
ing chautauqnas. He sells his program outright 
for $450 for the entire three days, He has towns 
that are located 150 miles from the railroad. 
He has mountain towns that are inland and in- 
accessible, but they pay just the same price, 
$450, as do the towns that are on a trunk line 
and are only five miles apart.

As George Fox, the English shoe maker, was 
one of the first heroes to influence the mind and 
heart of the young Virginian as he contemplated 
the condition in the cetton mills of his own 
village, so may others be lead to read and be 
inspired by the same noble aspirations, and 
cause to cry out with the great Quaker: “Not 
my own am I, but the world’s.""

universal education and a just appreciation of 
the Golden Rule, will eventually reflect in our 
life, our community, our State, our nation and 
the civilized world the truth that it is the 
Infinite purpose to bind all mankind in one com- 
mon brotherhood.

* Fear Not Ideas. Out of argument 
comes understanding. That one line, 
set in big letters on the cover of last 
week’s issue, caused a very heated ar- 
gument, and it looked for a time as tho 
we might have to haul it down or fight 
or revise it before the present issue 
eould reach our readers. We couldn’t 
recall the 42,500 copies that had gone 
forth with this bold heading, which 
might cause more riot and heated de- 
bate, so there was nothing else to do 
but say: Fear not ideas. 

Let’s get a true start, a real founda- 
tion. What are the fundamental facts 
that govern the actions of men? A 
new idea always has meant a fight. It 
means that today as it meant that a 
thousand years ago. 


When Columbus set forth his ideas, 
rhich he had worked out in a quiet way, 
were were no new reasons why he 
mould have been opposed. If he wanted 
to sail the ocean into the great un- 
known why not allow him to peace- 
ably do so? We think of him as hav- 
ing met his opposition after he had 
succeeded. But the truth was he met 
his most crushing enemies before he 
sailed. His cruel detractors were those 
who were too intolerant to listen to 
him. 

After he had done his work 1nd had 
died in chains then the world set to work 
interring most of its superstition and 
folly as to the shape of the earth. That 
funeral procession is still going to the

There are two ways of treating an 
idea: One is to try to stop it. Parents 
are all too given to say shut up. And 
then think that settles it.

The stage is the place where the 
world holds the mirror up to nature. 
The things that are on the public 
docket are the things that the audience 
wants handled. The theater, to be free 
and wholesome, great and spontaneous, 
must be the untrammeled, unfettered, 
unsubsidized market place where merit 
is shown and where worth wins. 

The war is over, but the world has 
greater need today than ever before 
for ideas that grip men’s souls. The 
fighting is over, but the strife and dis- 
content which always follows war has 
only begun. We have not argued for 
understanding. We have fought for 
results. 

After the Civil War there were more 
than a million men who failed to get 
back into the walks of life as they had 
left them when the war started. They 
set out to tramp. They had sung

A. L. FLUDE WRITES FROM 
RUSSIA 


Dear Fred—I have had your letter for some 
time, but have been in the hospital for ten days, 
hence delayed the answer. That has been the 
only time when I have not been hard at work. 
We are getting up a library of illustrated lec- 
tures, I am writing two or three each week. 
Have written three this week. Believe me I 
am getting some education, I am learning more 
out of the work I fear than will the Russians, 

Viadivostok has been a pleasant surprise for 
me as far as weather is concerned. There has 
been steady, cold weather, but not severe, 15 
degrees below is about the limit, and every day 
bright with sunshine and but little wind, and 
the cold is dry, so you can see I have not suf- 
fered along that line. 

Every other week the Lecture Department 
holds a social program, about like the camp- 
fire programs which you will remember we helé 
at the C. M. A. Chautauqua at Racine, Wis. 

I am still hoping to be able to go down to 
China a little later. I am waiting impatiently 
for spring, for I am told that Siberia has 
the most wonderful wild flowers in the world. 

I wish I might have secured a picture of the 
“reader’’ I heard in Japan, giving, I think, a 
version of Curfew Shall Not Ring Tonight. It 
would have been fine for The Billboard. 

There is certainly plenty to do over her» I 
get to work every morning at 8 o'clock and quit 
at 10:30 every night, and work harder on Sun- 
day than any other day. 

By the way, there are several Korean mis- 
sionaries over here and they all know Hulbert. 
They have enjoyed very much the story I tell 
them about your fooling him in the restaurant 
by reading in the paper of (pretended) Korean 
massacres, 

Wish you could walk down the street with me 
this morning and see the sights. There would 
be Japanese women trotting on their high 
wooden shoes, Chinese women walking slowly 
because ef their crippled feet, wearing black 
satin trousers and looking very clean; Korean 
women in white, baggy trousers, showing for a 
foot below their skirts; Russian ladies in elab- 
orate fur coats, with borders made up of colored 
or white furs in little squares, There would be 
Korean gentlemen in baggy, white trousers, 
tight at the ankles, and wearing bats of black 


ganve, looking like a round fiy trap. Coolies 
trotting along with an office desk or a dresser 
strapped on their backs. (That is the regular 
method of transportation and the streets are 
e*ways filled with them.) We might hear a 
band and then we would see a funeral coming, 
the priests in front chanting, while the hearse, 
an elaborate, open, white affair, with a canopy, 
with the blue cofttin in the middle, the top being 
earried in front and the corpse in plain view. 
There would be sure to be a troop of Japanese 
soldiers, for they are everywhere.

NORFOLK FEES RAISED 


The City Council of Norfolk, Va., has adopted 
an ordinance, effective July 1, which increases 
the license fees for circuses and other amuse- 
ments, As regards circuses, the law reads: 

““Cireuses or menageries, for each twenty-four 
hours or part thereof, including one parade, a 
license tax which equals or amounts to $5.00 for 
each railroad car used in transporting the same 
to the city of Norfolk; provided that the said 
tax shall not be less than $100 in any case, And 
for each parade of a circus or menagerie, not 
included in the above, $100. Side-shows for 
each tent $50 for every twenty-four hours, or 
part thereof. 

“Dog or pony shows, for every twenty-four 
hours, or parts thereof, including one parade, 
$30 each, and for each parade of a dog or pony 
show, not included in the above, $20."’

Altegether it was a wonderful meet, altho the 
evtries were bot as numerous as they might 
have been. 

We are fortunate in being able te present 
herewith a report of the races from Julian T. 


Fitzgerald, president of the Western Skating 
\.weclation, and referee of the championship 
races. 

Editor The Billboard: 


In all due respect to the way the American 
amateur championship races were conducted at 
the Wayne last week, I believe it would be 
well for me toe give you a line on what a won- 
aerial aeet it was. 

To beg. with, no rink manager this season 
wanted to take a chancé op putting on such a 
meet. especially just after the war, so I give 
Manager Sutphen all the credit in the wor'd 
for having the nerve to undertake to cover the 
big expense of such a meet. 1 wanted some- 
one to hold it so that the sport, which has been 
badly burt since the starting of the war, would 
pet go entirely on the wane as far as racing 
was concerned. I made three trips to Detrortr 
to get Sutphen to put on the®meet, which he 
was game enough ty @o. Enough for this. 

The meet was one of the greatest that I have 
ever had anything to do with, and the best 
conducted in many years. The skating was the 
fastest—the only thing lacking was the number 
of eptries which was considerably smalier than 
in former years, but made up for it in the class 
of those entered. 

While Paul Drew of Chceago won the cham- 
pionship, he was a lucky boy that Fddie Daven 
port, of McKeesport, Pa., was a green skater 
or bed never mixed in championship company 
before, for there might have been a dierent 
ending. Davenport arrived in Detroit the after 
noon of the first day of the meet. Not acquaint- 
ed with the track, skaters, ete., he tried to 
knock out several of the rails by his mishaps 
and severe falls. On the second evening's skat- 
ing he avoided the falls, but was disqualifie’ 
after winning for fouling, which he admitted, 
but said he did not know any different as he 
had never raced before under Western Skating 
Association rules. He gave Drew a lead «f 
eight points on the first night, but came right 
back the remaining three nights and won every 
race, breaking his previous track recod each 
night and coming within one point of tying 
the winner, Drew. 

Malcolm Carey, son of the famous Jesse, had 
things all his own way in the junior races and 
walked away with a big loving cup. He is 
certainly a chip off the old block and will make 
a wonderful skater after a little more scoson- 
ing among the older skaters. 

The girls’ championship was rather one- 
sided. as Hazel Gossee was about the only 
entrant who knew how to use what speed she 
possessed. This wag the first ladies’ meet ever 
beld in this country and surely did not have 
the class of lady skaters that should have been 
represented. However, it will start the ball 
a-rolling and make the next one more inter- 
esting 

Many notable rink managers, professional 
ekaters and others were in attendance and among 
them were: Ed Seaman, mgr, Washington Rink, 
Ray City.

“mateur status. “I am ready to meet any 
skater anywhere and defend my title as world's 
champion amateur roller skater,"* he stated,

“W oat to iet you know that I had my trip 
to P: cia pnd that I had a wonderful time and 
SaW & goed many things that I did not see on 
my pr vious trip. Was ever to Luma Park and 
bad 2@ wonderful time skating. You can bet it 
was * great treet to get back on the skates 
once wore. [ pu ed off a few stunts and pretty 
soon everybody in the place stopped to watch 
the young man pérform. Believe me, they gave 
me a wonderful reception. The management of 
the rink approached me with an offer to come 
back and they would sign me for six months. 
I've told them that I want to return to Ameri- 
ca as soon as possible 

“The Varig proposition looks very tempting, 
but I believe that I will get a chance to get 
home before six months have passe!, and I 
would rather be back in the States than over 
here. 

“There are two rinks in Paris now running 
and beth are doing good bnsiness. One is located 
at Luaa Park at Port Maillot. just at one of 
the gates of Paris, and the other is called the 
Tabarin Skating Rink and is at 36 Rue Vieter- 
Masse. A. Bose is director of the latter rink. 
Roth rinks put on attractions. At Lima Park 
I witnessed a hockey game on rollers by two 
girl teams. This might have been a bit inter- 
esting to the French skating fans, but to me 
the game seemed poorly played and slow. On 
my last night there 1 witnessed a mighty 
fine race among some French boys and I must 
say it was very interesting. There were eight 
or nine men who started and five of them 
finished with only a few feet between them 
when they crossed the line. I haven't any doubt 
that our American bevs could beat them, brt 
T'm sure that two of the boys in the race could 
give some of our beys an interesting race. 

“Both of the rinks mentioned have bowling 
alleys in connection with the rink and also have 
a table where the skaters and spectators can 
have their favorite beer or liquors served to 
them by the polite ‘garcon.’ 

“Upon information from Paris I heard that 
the rink at Brussels, Belgium, is doing big 
business, in spite of the floor being in very 
poor condition, owing to the fact that it was 
impossible to obtain labor and material dur- 
ing the war to keep the rink in repair. The 
same may be said of the Luna Park rink in 
Paris. The skating surface there is in very 
poor condition.”* 

Carpenter recetved an offer from the Y. M. 
Cc. A. to sign up for six montls, ‘“‘but,” he 


says, “‘their stages are so small and rough that 
it would be an awful job for me to undertake, 
unless I had special skating mats like I have 
used in the States for theater work.”’

ACCOMMODATIONS 


Furnished Free Acts Are Rapped in 
Communication to The Billboard 


The Billboard is in receipt of a communica- 
tion from a member of a free act in which she 
complains of the accommodations furnished acts 
at fairs. Lack of space prevents the publica- 
tion of the entire letter, but a portion of it is 
given below. Undoubtedly there are fairs which 
do not furnish proper accommodations for the 
free acts, but we can not indorse the wholesale 
condemnation and sweeping indietment contained 
in the communication. However, we present 
the letter for what it is worth, and shall be 
glad to have other communications from both 
secretaries and free acts: 

“Editors The Billboard: 

“Having been a reader of your publication 
for a good many years, and having noted that 
you are always ready to take the underdog’s 
part, I take the liberty, of asking you for a 
little corner of your Billboard to air the griev- 
ances of performers who make up the free acts 
at the fairs, and with your permission I will ad- 
drexs a letter to the fair secretaries. 

“Mr, Fair Secretary—I wish to say a few 
words to you relative to the accommodations, or 
rather lack of accommodations, for your free 
acts. You arrange for your acts, then make no 
provision for them. You know, as well as we, 
that we are given no consideration whatever. 
You compel us to break a commandment by 
coveting the warm, clean, dry overhead and un- 
derfoot stall for the mules, cattle and horses, 
Even the shee) pens look good to us at times, 
compared to some of the places in which you 
ask us to dress. Of course, we are a tough 
bunch and are not supposed to mind the cold, 
heat. rain or mud. But we feel as if we should 
be given almost as much consideration as a 
cow or mule, which we are not. No grand 
stand is ever too old for the secretary to ask 
us to risk our lives and wardrube (which is to 
us our bread and meat) underneath it by fire 
or other calamity, and we are axked to breathe 
sixty-two different kinds of dust under there, 
A great many of the places are minus windows, 
or if there happens to be one it is paneless and 
we have to borrow a dish towel from the church 
ladies to tack over it to keep out the peeping 
Toms, Such a thing as a performer needing a 
pail or pan seems never to have entered your 
heads. If we make a kick and get a pail, in- 
stead of having a barrel of fresh water each 
morning we are likely to have to tote it several 


hundred yards. Then again you seem to think 
we have lost all sense of decency, It is noth- 
ing for you to ask several different acts to oc- 
cupy the same tent or dressing room without 
partitions. We have to almost dress behind a 
veil of mystery if we can't find anything to 
hang up, Sex seems to make no difference 
with you. Lights! Who said lights? Imagine 
4 State Fair with a dozen acts making up by 
lanterns brought in the first day and never 
looked after the whole six days. At two fairs 
Wwe made up by candles. Can you beat it? A 
great many of the places we dress in have no 
fastenings on and we have to buy our own 
locks or leave them unfastened. Any old build- 
ing boarded up for this occasion is good enough 
for us to dress in. In a tent with fireworks 
employees or painters or electricians coming and 
going every few moments; in a tent seven by 
twelve rotted off at bottom a foot and as full 
of holes as a Hun is cooties, with a balloonist, 
his helper and all paraphernalia, a bag puncher 
and helper, also fourteen bags full of wind, and 
a few others, and wardrobe; a band stand with 
an old curtain on three sides, used by eleven per- 
sons as a dressing room (and we had to rustle 
lumber te board up the other side and make 
partitions of whatever we could find, while the 
wardrobe trunks sat out on the ground). If 
you give us a tent, more than likely we have 
to rustle tent pegs, and at one place had to 
dig up a ridge pole. How's that for accommo- 
dations for performers? Tuts us in a good 
frame of mind to do our best work, doesn't it? 
One of the unheard of things at a fair is giv- 
ing us a bale of clean straw in our tents no 
matter how wet the ground when the tent was 
put up nor how much it rains afterward, We 
hustle lnmber and taise our trunks to keep out 
of water, and go to it with maybe a few dry 
spots to stand on, But then straw costs money, 
What should we expect? Now, Mr. Secretary, 
all fairs are not alike, neither are the acts, and 
we (I am speaking for the other acts as well) 
are easily pleased, and please keep us in mind 
when planning your exhibition and make some 
provision along with the other animals, and it 
will be fully appreciated, I assure you, as the 
the majority of performers are human. To those 
secretaries that have shown that they ajpre- 
ciate our work by giving us comfortable quar- 
ters, this is not intended for you. We will re- 
member you as having treated us humanely, 
but to all others, please cut this out and keep 
as a memoranda, and we hope in the near fu- 
ture to read of this matter having been brought 
before your association for consideration.

Alex. Sloan of Chieago, enormous crowds are 
looked for at the summer exhibition in Edmon- 
ton on July 7 to 12. e commerical travelers 
are taking charge on July 11. Manager Stark 
states that the applications for concession and 
manufacturers’ space already exceed any prev!- 
ous year. 


SPECIAL RATES FOR STATE FAIR

Springfield, I1l., May %.—Chartes Adkins, di- 
rector of agriculture, State of Illinois, and B. 
M. Davison, fair superintendent, have received 
a message from the regional directors of rail- 
roads stating that a rate of fare and one half 
will be given op all roads in the State for the 
coming Illinois State Fair.

Swept by Spectacular Fire 


Flames Starting in Shooting 
Gallery Burn Forty Build- 
ings—Loss Totals Close 
to $1,000,000 


New York, May 3.—Fire which started in 
the shooting gallery swept over ten acres of 
ground at Brighton Beach on the night of 
April 30 and practically wiped out the old 
Brighton Beach Park, entailing a loss estimated 
at close to $1,000,000. The conflagration was 
the most spectacular that has visited any sum- 
mer resort since the burning of Dreamland in 
1911. 

The Brighton Beach Baths, the Winter Pool 
and a dozen smaller buildings, including a 
skatipg rink, the Vagoda Restaurant, the 
carousel and a section of the giant roller coast- 
er were destroyed. The fire started in a shoot- 
ing gallery in the building occupied by the 
Brighton Beach Baths anil was discovered about 
8 p.m. Fearing a conflagration the Coney Island 
police sent in five alarms, bringing apparatus 
from Sheepshead Bay, Bath Beach, Fort Hamil- 
ton and Brooklyn. The work of the firemen 
was hampered by the scarcity of hydrants and 
also by a high wind, which threatened to 
spread the fire to Manhattant Beach, and other 
nearby buildings, but it was checked by a va- 
cant sand lot. 

The Winter Baths were occupied by about 100 
bathers, mostly women, when the fire started. 
and they were forced to flee for their lives. They 
barely succeeded in getting out of the buildings 
and did not even have time to regain their 
clothing. The Brighton Beach Baths, which 
were undergoing renovation preparatory ‘to the 
ovening of the summer season, were destroyed, 
together with 28,000 new bathing suits that 
had just been installed. The Baths were owned 
by the Brighton Beach Development Company, 
of which Chauncey Marshall is president and 
Charles J. Keane general manager, 

Samuel W, Gumpertz, well-known Coney Isl- 
and showman, had recently completed 250 new 
bungalows on his property, Brighton-by-the-Sea, 
and for a time it looked as if they would go, 
but a shifting of the wing saved them, 

The fire attracted enormous crowds and police 
reserves had difficulty in holding them in check, 
The total area swept by the flames is estimated 
at four city blocks,

WAR TAX 


Must Be Paid on Park Admissions and 
on Amusements Within Parks 


Altho the full text of that portion of the re- 
cently enacted revenue bill relating to amuse- 
ments has been published in The Billboard there 
still is some doubt among amusement men as 
to just what the tax applies to. This is espe- 
cially true of parks, as they are not specifically 
mentioned in the bill. 

The Billboard has received a number of in- 
quiries from park men during the past few 
weeks asking whether park admissions are lia- 
ble to the revenue tax and also whether the 
amusements located within the park are taxable. 
In order to secure authentic information on 
these points an inquiry was addressed to Daniel 
C. Roper, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
early in April.

“Sir—Receipt is acknowledged of your letter 
of April 4 requesting information as to taxabil- 
ity of amounts paid for admissions to outdoor 
amusement parks and amusements operated 
within such parks. 

“Title VIil, Section 800 of the Revenue Act 
of 1918 provides: 

“*(a) That from and after April 1, 1919, 
there shall be levied, assessed, collected and 
paid in lieu of the taxes imposed by section 700 
of the Revenue Act of 1917 

““*(1) A tax of 1 cent for each 10 cents or 
fraction thereof of the amount paid for admis- 
sion to any place on or after such date, includ- 
ing admission by season ticket or subscription, 
to be paid by the person paying for such ad- 
mission - i. 

“*(b) No tax shall be levied under this 
title in respect to any admissions all the pro- 
ceeds of which inure exclusively to the benefit 
of religious, educational or charitable institm- 
tions, societies or organizations, societies for 
the prevention of cruelty to children or animals, 
or exclusively to the benefit of organizations 
conducted for the sole purpose of maintaining 
symphony orchestras and receiving substantial 
support from voluntary contributions, none of 
the profits of which are distributed to members 
of such organizations, or exclusively to the ben- 
efit of persons in the military or naval forces 
of the United States, or admissions to agricul- 
tural fairs, none of the profits of which are dis- 
tributed to stockholders or members of the as- 
sociation conducting the same.’ 

“The tax is 1 cent for each 10 cents or frac- 
tion thereof of the amount paid for admission 
to any place of amusement or entertainment 
where such tax is not specificaty exempt under 
the provision of Paragraph (b) quoted above. 
Therefore, amounts paid for admission to out- 
door amusement parks and amusements located 
in such parks are taxable.

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FIRST BLOW AT DEPOSIT SYSTEM 


Legislature of Pennsylvania Asked to Protect Exhibi- 
tors’ Money on Deposit With Film Companies— 
The Bill Is the Forerunner of Similar Legisla- 
tion Planned by Exhibitors in Other States 
To Put an End to This Abuse 


After enduring the abuse of the deposit sys- 
tem for many years the exhibitors of at least 
one State in the Union have become rebellious. 
The organized exhibitors of Pennsylvania, thru 
Representative Soffel at Harrisburg, have in- 
troduced a bill in the Legislature which, if en- 
acted into a law, will do away with one of 
the worst of the internal abuses of the indus- 
try. If this bill is made part of the statutes 
of the Keystone State the practice of financing 
tilm companies with exhibitors’ deposit money 
will come to an end. If these companies there- 
after need any money from the banks they 
will have to stand on their own financial 
strength and get along without the millions of 
dollars now on deposit with them by the ex- 
hibitors of the country, 

The bill described is known as House Bill 
1593, and is now in the Committee on Ways 
and Means, from which it is said the bill will 
soon be reported favorably to the House of 
Vennsylvania Representatives. The Billboard is 
the only publication which prints this piece of 
proposed legislation in full, Here is the text 
of the bill: 

An act requiring persons, ¢o-partnerships and 
Msociations and corporations distributing, sell- 
ing or leasing motion picture films and stere- 


epticon views or slides to exbibitors in this 
Commonwealth to secure licenses (from the 
Pennsylvania State Board of Censors to do 


business, and to make certain deposits in money 
or securities with such board for the protection 
of their exhibitors, and giving said board 
power to revoke such licenses and certificates 
of approval for the exhibition of slides or films. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
Hiouse of Representatives of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, that the word film as used in this 
act means a motion picture film. The word 
view as used in this act means a stereopticon 


view or slide, ‘The word ‘“‘distributors’’ as 
used im this act includes any person, associa- 
tion, 


co-partnership or corporation of this Com- 
monwealth or of any other State, Territory or 
foreign country engaging in the distribution, 
sale or leasing of films or views to exhibitors 
in this Commonwealth and doing business in 
this Commonwealth. 


The word “exhibitor” as used in this act 
includes any person, co-partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation engaging in exhibition of 


films or views within this Commonwealth. 


Sec, 2. On and after the first day of Janu- 
ary, one thousand nine hundred and twenty, 


all distributors engaging in business in this 
Commonwealth shall procure an annual license 
from the Pennsylvania State Board of Cen- 
sors. Such license shall be granted upon the 
payment of an annual fee of fifty dollars and 
a deposit of money or securities as required by 
this act, and shall continue for a period of 
one year from the date thereof, 


Sec. 3. The Pennsylvania State Board of 
Censors shall revoke the certificate of approval 


wef any film or view which has been exhibited 
rv is being exhibited under a lease from a dis- 
tributor, and shall refuse to grant certificates 
of approval for any views or films of a distrib- 
utor who has failed to comply with the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall also revoke the 
license of such distributor. 

Sec. 4. On and after the first day of Janu- 
ary, one thousand nine hundred and twenty, 
every distributor desiring to do business in 
this Commonwealth shall keep on deposit with 
the Pennsylvania State Board of Censors an 
amount of money or securities equal to the 
amount of deposits held by such distributor 
and paid by exbibitors as a license or as part 


payments on contracts of leasing, or as a 
pledge or security for damages, or for any 
other purpose provided for in any contract be- 
tween the distributor and exhibitor. 

All such deposits made by distributors un- 
der the provisions of this act shall be for the 
benefit and protection of their exhibitors in 
this Commonwealth in the case of the insol- 
vency of the distributor, and for the faithful 
performance of all contracts made by the dis- 
tributor with exhibitors, and for the return 
of such deposits to the exhibitor in any case 
where the exhibitor may be entitled thereto. 
All such deposits shall be delivered forthwith 
by the Pennsylvania State Board of Censors 
to the State Treasurer for safe keeping. 

See, 5. Every such deposit of securities made 
with the Pennsylvania State Board of Censors 
by any distributor shall be in the bonds of 
the United States or of this Commonwealth 
not estimated above their current market 
value, or in the bonds of a county, city, bor- 
ough, town, township, school district or other 
municipal district of this Commonwealth whose 
issue is authorized by law, not estimated above 
their par value nor their current market value, 
or in bonds and mortgages on improved and 
unencumbered real property in this Common- 
wealth worth fifty per centum more than the 
amount loaned thereon, 

No one bond or Mortgage so deposited shall 
be for a less sum than one thousand dollars. 
All such securities before their acceptance shall 
be approved by the Pennsylvania State Board 
of Censors, 

Sec. 6. The securities deposited with the 
Pennsylvania State Board of Censors in com- 
pliance with the provisions of this act may 
be exchanged from time to time for other se- 
curities receivable as provided herein, and 
long as the distributor depositing the securi- 
ties remains solvent and complies with the 
laws of the Commonwealth such distributor 
shall be permitted to collect the interest or 
dividends on such securities, 

Sec. 7. This act shall not interfere with or 
be construed as to make void ahy contract 
between any exhibitor and distributor in force 
at the date of the approval of this act. 

Frederick J. Herrington, former National 
President, and still active in the cause of the 
organized exhibitor, expressed himself very 
strongly in favor of the bill in a statement 
made to a representative of The Billboard, 

“It is a matter of common knowledge,”’ said 
Mr. Herrington, “that few, if any, of the 
film companies could survive a demand for the 


so 


return of the moneys now on deposit with 
them. Time and again exhibitors’ conventions 
have passed burning resolutions against the 


deposit system, and there are very few exhib- 


itors anywhere in the country who will not 
freely denounce the present deposit’ system as 


an outrage and an imposition. It has re- 
mained for Pennsylvania to be the pioneer in 
an actual legislative campaign against this 
abuse. We will issue an appeal to every 
exhibitor in the Keystone State, urging him to 
use his influence with his legislative represen- 
tative to advance and enact this eminently 
just and necessary piece of legislation. The 
abuse we all complain of does not exist in any 
other industry. Nowhere is athe retailer re- 
quired to put up hundreds of dollars to get 
his wares. We exhibitors are not only forced 
to put up our money, but we have to let it 
continue in the possession of the producer or 


distributor. Tho it is our own hard-earned 
money, we have .no control over it. There 
have been cases where the film companies 


became defunct and disappeared, leaving a 
trail of cheated and sorrowing exhibitors be- 
hind them, 

“Nor is this the worst. When an exhibitor 
with a large deposit in the hands of the film 
company wants to change his service he has 
to accept practically any statement the book- 
keepers of the company see fit to prepare. 
Disputing the statement hardly ever does any 
good, and litigation, often made difficult by 
distance, rarely brings any relief. The mo- 
tien picture industry is suffering from many 
internal evils today, but none is worse than 
this. 1 knew of numerous cases where repu- 
table exhibitors with large deposits in the 
hands of the ex¢hange have been refused their 
show just because their check did not arrive 
on the minute or because some clerk in the 
bookkeeping department did not happen to be 
on his job. I do not care to estimate -the 
amount of money now in the hands of the film 
companies, but I,am quite sure that in this 
State alone the sums run into bundreds of 
thousands of dollars. We will do all in our 
power to enact the Soffel bill into a law. If 
it passes both Houses, as we hope it will, we 
have little doubt that the Governor will give 
it his approval,.’’ 

It is well known that the recent purchase 
of a controlling interest in one film company 
by another was, indirectly at least, brought 
about by the deposit system. The company 
whose controlling interests were acquired was 
said to be in bad shape, and there had even 
been rumors of bankruptey. If such proceed- 
ings had been really started the whole de- 
posit system would have had a great airing, 
and it was feared that hundreds of exhibitors 
would get panicky and demand the return of 
their money. Hence the acquisition of the 
assets of this film company by another com- 
pany, which latter has probably a million or 
more of exhibitors’ money on deposit. 


WESTERN EXHIBITORS ORGANIZE 


The West is coming to the 
against all political censorship, local as well 
as State. The exhibitors have had many prob- 
lems to fight in Illinois, and at a meeting re- 
cently held in the Morrison Hotel, Chicago, a 
number of motion picture theater men met to 
discuss ways and means to fight censorship. 
As a result of the meeting the M. P. A. of 
Iilinois was formed. Resolutions were adopted 
condemning the Buck Bill. Also the Sunday 
Closing Law and the bill relating to taxation 
about to be introduced was vigorously opposed.

GROWING SUPPLY OF BRITISH 
PICTURES 


W. A. Northam, Representative of Many 
British Producers, Wants To Learn 
the Demands of the American 
Market 


W. A, Northam is a British film man now 
in this country in the interest of British 
manufacturers. Mr. Northam is here only a 
short time, but he has won golden opinions 
for himself by his methods of doing busine<<. 
no less than by his pleasant manners. The 
Billboard knows nothing at all about the 
pictures which Mr, Northam has to offer for 
sale, but it wishes to call the attention of the 
exhibitors and State-right buyers of the coun- 
try to the ideas of Mr. Northam as to how 
to put a picture before the film men of Amer- 
ica. His ideas are in ‘buch striking contrast 
with the ideas heretofore prevailing that we 
do not hesitate to print in full his invitation 
to view and frankly criticise the pictures. After 
announcing date and place of showing Mr, 
Northam goes on to say: 

These exhibitions are being held by the pro- 
ducers of the films, who are anxious that you 
should view their work and give a candid e\ 
pression of opinion as to its merits. 

The films to be shown cover a wide rang 
of stories and are made by different firms: 
each day will offer you an opportunity of see 
ing a film which has been sold in England for 
a substantial sum and which it is hoped wil! 
be disposed of for exploitation in this coun- 
try. 

British mannfacturers are endeavoring to 
ascertain the demands of this market, and the 
showing of these films is but one indication 
of their intention to supply its requirements 
Wil you, therefore. each day, kindly take ai- 
vantage of this opportunity, and either come 
personally or be well represented? 

It is hoped that press men will criticise 
these films frankly and fairly in their columns 
that scenario writers will be good enough to 
express their opinions of the continuity; that 
directors will be equally outspoken regarding 
the direction: that publicity men will inti- 
mate their ideas of the advertising value; that 
buyers and members of the public will express 
their opinions. 

Slips will be given out at each of the shows, 
upon which brief comments can be made, but 
I shall esteem further opinion sent to me to 
the above address, 

This is a novel method of introducing films 
to your notice, but it is thought that you 
Will appreciate the spirit behind the innova- 
tion, and that because of the new element of 
comradeship which now exists between the 
two nations you will show your sporting spirit 
and be free and honest in your comments. 
The British manufacturer is willing to stand 
by the judgment of the majority. 

We do not know whetber the pictures of 
Mr. Northam are good, bad or indifferent, but 
we like the e¢pirit of his invitation. It might 
well be copled by our own manufacturers, 


who have been too often impatient of criti 
cism however honest and greedy for pub- 
licity however {ll-deserved,

This is one of those rare and delightful com- 
edies that defy a mere summary to do it jus- 
tice.

There is not an exbibitor who will fall to 
enthuse over the brave effort of the organized 
exhibiters of Pennsylvania in introducing leg- 
ixlation at Harrisburg designed to furnish to 
the exhibitor security for the immense amount 
of money now on deposit with exchanges and 
producers. The deposit system is a poorly 
disguised form of oppression. The exhibitor 
must pay, say two or three hundred dollars 
or more, not to secure the payment of his 
weekly Dill, but merely to help out the film 
ompanies in keeping the financial ships away 
from the rocks. In addition to his heavy ad- 
vance deposit, he is required to pay his week- 
ly bill in advance, and if the check is not in 


the exchange on the dot the deposit means 
nothing Times withont number shows of 
reputable exhibitors have been held up not 


because the weekly check was not in the ex- 
change. bor simply because some stupid clerk 


in the bookkeeping department had made a 
mistake. The Billboard earnestly hopes 
that this Dill will become a law, and that 
other States will prepare similar legislation.

The Billboard. the exhibitor Invariably gets 
the worst of it when he wants to change 
his service, for he is practically foreed to 


xecent any sort of statement the film company 
~ces fit to send to bim. 


We hope the new organization of exhibitors 
recently started by a small gathering in the 
Hotel Astor, New York. will direct its activi- 
ties along these lines instead of devoting its 
energies to procuring eheap insurance for the 
exhibitot.

PA. CENSORS’ ANNUAL REPORT 


Head Inquisitor Overholtzer Speaks of 
His Propaganda for Censorship 
in Other States 


The Pennsylvania State Board of Motion Pic- 
ture Censors is out with a lengthy report con- 
cerning its activities in the past yea?, accom- 
panied by a long and bitter tirade against mo- 
tion picture men generally. 

Tt shows that it has collected $36,487 for the 
examination of original and duplicate reels and 
5,045.25 for the Issue of substituted approval 
seals, The censors collected $4,410 In fines im- 
posed for various violations of the censorship 
laws, 215 In all. The number of reels examined 
was 11.460, number of eliminations ordered 
6,142, number of subjects condemned 108 (450 
reels), number of subjects reconstructed 157. 

In the text of his report Overholtzer goes ont 
of his way to denounce the pictures. He says: 

“That children shall be taught how to fight 
and steal and kill in film, that the thousand 
and one crimes which are ilustrated and the 
vulgarities which are suggested shall be daily 
put into the minds of persons of all classes and 
all ages without restraint, is a proposal which 
can call forth apology or defense from no right- 
thinking man or woman. That the people of 
whatever age should be made to live In an at- 
mosphere of marital infidelity, sexual passion 
and disordered and unnatural relationships, when 
these relationships are not positively indecent 
or criminal, for no reason except a theory on 
the part of a producer that be can make money 


by depicting such relationships, calls for pro- 
test, which must be legally expressed. The 
printed records of the Board and the reels con- 
taining the eliminated parts of pictures on de- 
posit in its projection rooms in Philadelphia 
are a complete refutation of any claim that 
the need for its activity is small. The volume 
of its work day by day and week by week 
reaches very considerable proportions, and its 
service has come to receive the recognition and 
appreciation which it deserves not only in this 
State, bot in other parts of the Union.” 

Speaking of his propaganda work in other 
States Overholtzer says: 

“The secretary of the Board has addressed 
a number of audiences in other States. The 
present need ig an extension of the area of cen- 
sorship, The four States of the Union and 
the cities which have boards of control require 
the support of authorized officers in other States, 
acting under laws similar to our own. Were 
this day, at hand the impression made upon the 
producing interests would be so forceful that 
the manufacture of degrading and offensive 
film would diminish and come to an end. The 
influence of twenty or thirty large and populous 
commonwealths would suffice to direct the at- 
tention of manufacturers to the situation. The 
market being closed to them in 75 or 80 per 
eent of the Union, they would give a greater 
eare to the character of their ontput. The ef- 
fect would be automatic and immediate, and it 
is with this object in view that this Board, 
during the year covered by this report, has ex- 
tended such encouragement as {ft could to move- 
ments in other parts of the Union in favor of 
legislation similar to that which has proven its 
value in this State.’’

GENERAL ioe” HOLDS MEET- 


New York, May 3.—Tuesday evening a meet- 
ing was held by a nomber of stockholders of 
the General Film Company in which a lively 
discussion took place relative to the future of 
the old concern. 

A representative of The Billboard could elicit 
no satisfactory reply from the man who 
answered the inquiry, whether the old concern 
would attempt to reorganize or liquidate. Later 
it was stated that a complete report would be 
forthcoming ere the week was out, 

There has been many happenings these past 
few days since it became known that the Gen- 
eral Film Company had been named in a bank- 
tuptey suit, filed in the United States District 
Court, and, from all the reperts, the organiza- 
tion was on its last legs. On April 29 Asa B. 
Kellog was appointed receiver for the company, 
by Judge Augustus N. Hand, in the United 
States District Court, upon the application of 
the Interstate Film Company, which is a cred- 
itor for $4,000 for film rentals. 

It is said that the bankruptcy condition was 
voluntary and brought about to collect three 
small sums, $4,000, $600 and $500, The com- 
pany operates twenty-six exchanges thruout the 
United States, and a definite statement as to 
their future plans is awaited with interest. 

Rumors have been flying thick and fast, the 
latest being that George K. Spoor, George 
Kleine, William Selig, Albert Smith and a few 
others had expressed a desire to rebuild the 
General Film Company and come back again into 
the film business. These rumors have not been 
confirmed, but there appears quite a likelihood 
that these veterans of the motion picture busi- 
ness would be a large factor in rehabilitating 
the General Film Company.

SHROUDED IN MYSTERY 


All efforts on the part of representatives of 
The Billboard to learn something of the details 
of this new self-imposed censorship were totally 
unavailing. No one who had attended the meet- 
ing seemed to know just what plans were in 
preparation. Exhibitors resented the implica- 
tion that they wanted to exhibit immoral pic- 
tures and could only be prevented from doing 
so by the threatened action of the producers, 
who said they would deny service to any ex- 
hfbitor showing pictures which have been dis- 
approved by the N. A. M. P. I. They, too, were 
anxious for details of the new censorship plans, 
and they were equally unsuccessful in obtaining 
any such details, 

In the meantime the leaders of the National 
Board of Review were greatly puzzled by this 


tary censorship had been announced and given 
to the press. The men who are standing sponsor 
for the work of the National Board naturally 
felt that the meeting and the resolutions adopt- 
ed constituted a reflection on the National Board, 
and they were not slow in declaring themselves. 
At their invitation another méeting of the pro- 
ducers was called at the Knickerbocker Hotel 
on Tuesday afternoon, April 29th, and there 
were quite a number of heart-to-heart talks, 

NO REFLECTION ON NATIONAL BOARD 

One after another of the producers arose and 
declared that no reflection was intended on the 
National Board. No member of the N. A. M. 
P. I. was heard to repeat any of the extraor- 
dinary details of the new censorship plan, in- 
deed the burning indignation of the meeting 
before had died out completely. 

Everybody said the work of the National 
Board was excellent and invaluable. After many 
speeches by members of the National Association 
(which consists of some of the greatest orators 
in the country) it was decided to forget about 
the meeting at the Claridge, where the fierce 


general that the National Association realized 
it had made a bad move, and was now anxious 
to beat an orderly and dignified retreat. 
DOES THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION WANT 
TO CENSOR ITSELF? e 
‘The question was asked on many sides: ““What 
is the motive behind all this fuss? Why dress 
up in sack cloth and strew ashes on our heads 
and parade up and down Broadway and other 
avenues of publicity and shout that the industry 
needs cleaning?’ It is recalled in connection 
with this movement for a new self-imposed cen- 
sorship that Arthur S. Friend made an impas- 
sioned plea for legalized censorship before a 
committee of Congress, and that at a memorable 


League he declared that the industry was un- 
clean and needed to be purged. Nobody sus- 
pects either Mr. Friend or any of the other 
lights of the National Association of wanting 
legalized censorship, but it is very clear indeed 
to the ordinary mind that these outbreaks of 
flagellantism within the industry must strength- 
en the hands of the advocates of legalized cen- 
sorship. Mr. Friend and the National Associa- 
tion were extremely anxious to beat the cen- 
sorship bill in the State of New York, and 
they profess their gratitude to the exhibitors 
without whom this bill would most assuredly 
have been enacted into a law in the closing 
hours of the session of the Legislature. It is 
reasonable therefore to suppose that they are 
teally opposed to State Censorship at any rate. 

Of conrse there is criticism of pictures and 
there are bad pictures just as there are bad 
books, bad reformers, bad statues and bad paint- 
ings. On the whole the motion picture screen 
has kept itself pretty clean. When Police 
Matron O’Grady was asked to specify her gen- 
eral accusations against motion pictures she 
was unable or unwilling to name one picture to

Shaw, booked Carthage, securing permission 
from officials to show and closing all contracts. 
“Monday morning, 9 o’clock, found us setting 
up our big tent theater,”* he says, ‘“‘and at 12 
o'clock we gave the usual noonday parade with 
our band. Our music was received with ap- 
plause, and after my street announcement they 
also applauded me, which is very unusual; still 
it made me feel as tho we were more than 
welcome in their city. The top was up, and we 
were all set to show about 4 p.m. I had paid 
the State, county and city licenses, and given 
out the usual number of passes to city officials, 
station agent, etc., and there was nothing left 
to do in the usual routine but to give the 
evening concert and show. At 7:45 our band 
went up to the circle to play a few selections, 
and, as usual, I followed them up about ten 
minutes later. On my return to the tent a 
crowd of boys began throwing eggs at me.” 

Mr. King sought the city marshal, who, how- 
ever, seemed to have no control over the hood- 
lums. He then made an effert to find the sheriff, 
or some of his deputies, Carthage being the 
county seat, but they could not be found. The 
hoodlums soon left the tent and went to the 
circle, where they bombarded the band with 
eggs, then began hurling stones and bricks, 
creating a near riot. 

“The city marshal was really sincere,”’ says 
Mr. King. “He stood by and kept the savage 
bunch off until we could tear down and load. My 
wife phoned the sheriff, the constable and bailiff 
for a solid hour, trying to get protection for our 
wagons to leave the lot, and they never could 
be found. The jailer’s wife, from where she 
phoned, told her this thing had been pre-ar- 
ranged, and had been in the wind all dar." 

Mr. King managed to get away without losing 
any of his paraphernalia, but the loss of the 
day cost him $200. He intends to bring suit 
against the city and county for damages.

SOFT DRINK TAX 


Soft drink men among the carnivals and ice 
cream and candy concessionaires will be inter- 
ested to know that the recently organized Soda 
Fountain Association of New York City has ex- 
tended its scope and will become a national 
body, 

At a meeting held in the McAlpin Hotel in 
the metropolis last Friday elaborate plans were 
made to fight the tax on drinkx and confections, 

M. L. Morgenthau, of the Mirror Candy Co., 
presided at the meeting. Mr. Morgenthau said 
the petitions addressed to the Congress of the 
United States and asking for the repeal of the 
when served at soda fountains and ice cream 
being distributed thruout the country. The pe- 
tition reads as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, being patrons of soda 
fountains and ice cream parlors, believe that 
the tax on sodas, soft drinks and ice cream, 
when served at soda fountains and ice cream 
parlors, is unfair and discriminates against a 
large and ever-increasing number of people. 

“A large proportion of these are wage earn- 
ers, who at times use soda fountains and ice 
eream parlors to procure a light luncheon or re 
freshment. Very often a soda, soft drink or ice 
cream is taken as part of such luncheon, or at 
other times is taken as food. 

“We protest against the tax on sodas, soft 
drinks and ice cream because they are taxed 
when served at soda fountains and ice cream 
parlors and not taxed when served elsewhere, 

“We also believe the tax on sodas, soft drinks 
and ice cream is unfair because it is a tax on 
only a small part of taxable opportunity and is 
the refore discriminatory. 

“We find the tax on sodas, soft drinks and 
ice cream, when served at soda fountains or in 
ice cream parlors, is obnoxious and a nuisance, 
particularly at the busiest times of the day, 
and therefore urge immediate repeal of this 
tax.” 

Sidney Newborg, secretary of the association, 
said that within the next few days he expected 
to bave 4 large number of these petitions prop 
erly signed, which would indicate that the buy- 
ing public was opposed to this tax. He said 
that he had beard of numerous instances at va- 
ricus fountains thruout the city where patrons 
had countermanded an order given for a drink 
on learning that it was taxable. 

Concessionaires in sympathy with the associa- 
tion’s views will do well to have copies of 
the above petition made, secure signers and 
forward them to the New York office of The 
Billbeard, where they will either be handed over 
to the association or forwarded direct to Wash 
ington, as may be determined best by us.
